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The community of Andjelci was comprised of the villages of Andjelci with 
about 100 families, Gradoshorci 95 families, Sedlarci, hO families and 
Edrenikovo, with about 30 families. The population was Orthodox with the 
exception of about 50 Moslem families in the villages of Andjelci and 
Gradoshorci. 


The political secretary of the six-member Communist Party cell in Gradoshorci 
was Atanas Lambov Cvetkove 


The collective in Gradeshorci, called "Micurin", was established in 196, 

but the peasants were not forced to join mtil 1949. The collective had 

three brigades, about 2,000 sheep, 68 cattle, two old tractors, one gasoline 

driven threshing machine, and one old 3-ton Ford truck. In 1950 the collective 
stables were built, and the construction of collective offices and a warehouse 

was started. The working members of the collective received 22 kilograms 

of wheat per month, and the old BeSPue and children 12 kilograms. In 1950 


“the pay was 43 dinars per day 


The following persons were members of the collective staffs

In July 1951, Todor Nikolov requested permission to leave the collective. 
He was arrested by the UDB in Strumica, questioned and beaten. He was re- 
leased after three days. 


The Militia unit nearest to Gradoshorci was in the village of Varvarica. 
An infantry unit of about 100 men was assigned to the newly constructed bunkers 
near the village of Vladevci. 
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
